There was a large. and representative 
gathering, including many former resi- 
dents of Hongkong, at the annual dinner 
of the China Association -held, at tha 
Hotel Victoria, London, on October 1ith. 

One of the principal speakers was Mr. 
Miles Lampsén, C.M.G., M’V.0., who is 
now on his way out to succeed Sir Ronald 
Macleay us British Minister at Peking. 
from Mr, Lampson’s 
spéech have been published. The reports 
| to hand by mail give the speech in greater 
detail. 


Referring to the Soaiitone in China, 
Mr, Laimpson said -he was under no 
illusion as to the difficulties of the task 
which confronted ‘him. It would be 
foolish not to"recognise the seriousness of 
the situation; but; after all, he. was 
inclined to look upon the present ‘troubles 
of China as surface troubles. There had 
been o gsudden change from empire to 
an extreme form of democracy.‘ Fourteen 
years was not long in the life of » nation, 
and, unfortunately, during the change 
British interests in China had been’ made 
to suffer, “He hoped that. with patience 
things would come ‘right in ‘time. 
thought they should pay'a tribute to the 
British community in the Far East for 
ie patience and endurance which ‘they 

had displayed in the face of adversity.

INCLINATION ‘FOR WORLD 
: CO-OPERATION. 

The view that European shipowners 
are showing an inclination to co-ppérate 
in every “possible way with operators of 
American. flag tonnage was expressed’ 
recently by Mr. Emmet. J. McCormack, 
treasurer of the’ Moore & . MeCormiack 
Co., in.the coursé of an interview with 
a representative of the Yew York Journal 
of Commerce. Mr. McCormack has re- 
turned from a tour of Europe, during 
which he’ visited Denmark, Sweden, 
Norway, Finland, Germany, Holland and 
France. Referring “to the continued de- 
pression in trans-Atlantic freights; Mr. 
McCormack said all owners are secking 
some means of rearrtaenae rates at a live- 
Fablenlevel, Notwithstanding the British 
coal strike, he said, a great part of the 
European fleet is getting Westphalian 
conl at Danzig, the cost of this coal being 
only a few shillings more than before the 
strike. “ ae: 
‘. * All responsible owners of steamship 
enterprises in Europe,’’_he added, “ re- 
gard the American merchant marine aa 
an actuality, and seem inclined to co- 
operate. whenever possible to do so; as 


they feel that’ trade with the United |-,
